Oath/Declaration

Claim Rejections - 35 USC S 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. § 102 that form the basis for 
the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless — 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(c) he has abandoned the invention. 

(d) the invention was first patented or caused to be patented, or was the subject of an inventor's certificate, 
by the applicant or his legal representatives or assigns in a foreign country prior to the date of the 
application for patent in this country on an application for patent or inventor's certificate filed more than 
twelve months before the filing of the application in the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by 
another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title 
before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

(f) he did not himself invent the subject matter sought to be patented. 

(g) before the applicant's invention thereof the invention was made in this country by another who had not 
abandoned, suppressed, or concealed it. In determining priority of invention there shall be considered not 
only the respective dates of conception and reduction to practice of the invention, but also the reasonable 
diligence of one who was first to conceive and last to reduce to practice, from a time prior to conception by 
the other. 

Claim 1 is are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Harmeling. 

Harmeling (1,334,092) discloses that vegetal acid such as acetic acid thoroughly and 
effectively clean the metal surface, (see col. 1, lines 38-45). The meta is placed in the heated acid 
solution and retained for a period of approximately twenty minutes (see lines 51-56). Acetic acid 
has a common name "vinegar". Acetic acid is well known from cleaning household items. 
Further, Harmeling has also disclose to use acetic acid (vinegar) for cleaning metal surfaces. 



Claim 1 is are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Lutz et al. 

Lutz (2,072,004) disclose that metal cleaning operation frequently involve the use of bath 
of dilute acetic acid (see page 2, col. 1, lines 72-75). Lutz disclose acetic acid (vinegar) to clean 
metal. Therefore, Lutz anticipated the claimed cleaner. 
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Claim 1 is are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Koskela. 

Koskela (1,549,558) discloses that vinegar, milk, sodium chloride, lemon juice and 
alcohol are useful to remove stains from copper, brass silver and nickel and other metals (see 

■ 

lines 28-37). Koskela discloses vinegar to clean metal. Therefore, Koskela anticipated the 
claimed cleaner. 



The Prior art 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

Petrey, Jr. (3,699,047) disclose that house hold vinegar is acetic acid (see col. 7, lines 64- 

65).
